Why is it that the same stars 
are always visible at thesetimes, 
apart from smi! deviation= 
for the planets? The period of 
the earth's rotation Is not ¢x- 
actly 24 hours but four minutes 
lese. After this time, the star 
re-appears in. exactly the same 
place. Matters are slightly dif- 
ferent for the sun, since he 
proceeds in his apparent orbit; 
tu’take him to the same piace 
as on the day before requires 
en additional movement of the 
earth for a dufation of four 
minutes. The’ “solar day,” as 
our civil dav is called by the 
astronomers, has, therefore, 
exactly 24 hours as compared 
with the “sidereal day” which 
lasts 23 hours 56 min. This 
deviation of four minutes am- 
counts to two hoyrs during one 
month and to a whole day 
curing Ohe year. 

At the above times we ob- 
serve in the south-east and 
southern'sky a large triangle 
with two equal sidés, the ver- 
tex of which is formed by Re- 
pulus, almost exactly in the 
south; the base the triangle 
is marked by Spica and Arc- 
turus in the scuth-east. Arc- 
turus is the brightest of the 
three, shining with a reddish- 
yellow light, while.Spica and 
Regulus are blue-white. Spica 
Can easily be found in the vi- 
cinity of the constellation Cor- 
vus (the raven), a trapezium 
of equally bright stars of third 
magnitude. At the right of 
Arcturus we see Coma Beren- 
ice. Where city lights don't in- 
terfere, it is seen eas a fine wen 
of stars, especially attractive 
if observed through a pair of 
binoculars or opera glasses. 

Saturn in Opposition 

As noted last month, Saturn 
is at present in Virgo, not far 
from Spica and on the first 
of the month is in ‘opposition’ 
to the sun, Le. opposite the 
sun as seen from the earth. 


Seturn rises at_sunset and is 
visible ali might. Mars rises 
immediately after Virgo, and 


is approaching the earth; its 
greatest brilliancy for the pre- 
sent revolution is eat the end 
of the month. As its orbit is 
not circular but rather more 
elliptical, its magnitude varies 
strongly at different opposi- 
tions. This year it is —i.6, so 
it will be the brightest star 
Visible in the evening sky.

A New Style 


Back in 1952, after ali that 
has happened, we should ex- 
pect to find cataclysmic 
changes; yet the first thing 
we must do is to touch our 
caps to the hardy perennials, 
and especially Agatha Christie. 
Miss Sayers may have given 
up crime for religion, But the 
influence of her later period 
survives strongly in the don- 
nish school of Innes and Cri- 
spim; the torch, which she 
picked up from Wilkie Collins, 
is new carried most efficiently 
by Misa Ngaio Marsh, who 
provides excellent entertain- 
ment and solid characteriza- 
tian. 


There are morte different 
kinds of whedunnit than ever 
before; but on the whole the 
whodunnit ig not, iet’s face it, 
what it was. Two reasons for 
this: ome is that the public 
has grown ‘more cunning. icss 
guilible, less easily enticed by 
red herrivgs, so that K has 
become almost impossible to 
construct a murder plot that 
is both ingenious and convine- 
ing. Another is that inflation 
economy has lowered middle- 
class and professional stan- 
dards of living so far that the 
house party, which used to 
be the scene of the best mur- 
ders, is no longer a& common 
experience. The Butlin Holiday 
Gamp or the Psychiatric Social 
Workers’ Summer Schbol can 
make admirable settings for a 
whodunnit, but there is a 
shortage of first-hand expe- 
rience. : 

The most powerful influence 
is still the tough school. It was 
invented by Dashiel Hammett, 
the ex-Pinkerton detective who 
turned pulp-writer. (Hammett 
has written nothing for years, 
but he has been so extensively 
imitated that they say the bell 
of his «id typewriter rings aij 
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through the night.) As a here to, 


of our time the “private cye, 
often & wnear-dipecmaniac, 
sometimes happily married to 
another alcoholic, who gets 
beaten up and up-beats cnough 
to stock a text-book of sado- 
masochism,’ is an alarming 
contemporary symptom. 
Perhaps the most interesting 
changes are in the bctter-class 
thrillers. In the late progressive 
thirties Eric Ambler rescued 
the creaky old apy story from 
its Edwardian dotage and put 
it on a realistic basis. More 
important is the. invasion of 
the field by serious novelists— 
following in the footsteps of 
Conrad (“The Secret Agent”) 
and Maugham ‘“Ashenden”™)— 
such as Graham (ireene, and 
recently Elizabeth Bowen... 


Meanwhile, although thriller- 
writers realize that in general, 
the taller the story the flatter 
the book, the atomic bomb 
has upset form. in theory, 
from the plot-moncer’s point 
of view, it is comy and top- 
heavy. Unfortunately it works, 
Real life is becoming more and 
more like a thriller «very day.

It is indescribably painful to 
look back on the world of the 
German Jews who thought 
themselves part and parcel of 
German “Kultur” even if they 
were constantiy aware of Jew- 
ish traditions and values. And 
it is almost impossible for an 
ordinary writer to find expres- 
sion for what subsequently 
happened. » Books written by 
Jews who survived Hitler's 
massacres can therefore be no 
more than raw materia! for the 
future historian of these last 
thirty years. For those, how- 
ever, who lived through these 
years, the books will at least 
bring cut @ segment of the 
happenings, the general fate 
illustrated by individual lives. 


Two new volumes of this 
kind have just come out. Emil 
Herz, the Ulistein publither, 
writes the history of his family 
which had lived in the small 
town of Warburg in Westpha- 
lia since the 18th century. He 
gives thumbnail sketches of 
the many famous personalities 
which peopled pre-Nazi Ger- 
many and thronged the rooms 
of the famous publishic:g house 
of Ulistein. 


Karl Stern, a Jew born in a 
small town of Bavaria, de- 
scribes his “spiritual Voyage 
from Judaism to Catholicism.”
